The  Darwin  Tulips  are  the  pride 
of  the  Tulip  family, — the  “Aristo- 
crats of  Tulipdom”.  These  are  the 
giant  flowering  tall  growing  tulips 
that  bloom  in  this  locality  about 
Decoration  Day  and  are  much  in  de- 
mand for  cut-flowers.  Ideal  for 
planting  in  groups  among  perennials 
or  in  front  of  foundation  plantings 
of  evergreens  or  shrubs,  where  they 
add  that  touch  of  brilliant  color  much 
needed  in  the  early  Spring  before
